struction and interest of the public would be of great value to 
a city and it would serve in the same way as do zoological and 
botanical gardens and the various museums as an educational 
adjunct to city life. Such an observatory is the subject of this 
problem. 


Let us assume that a great tract of land on Washington 
Heights, the highest point in New York City, has been acquired 
for this purpose. The top of the hill is to be terraced to pro- 
vide place on the highest level for an outdoor observatory plat- 
form. On this platform, widely separated so as not to inter- 
fere with one another's field of vision, are to be placed two 
domes, each 30 feet in diameter, one containing a refracting 
and one a reflecting telescope. Conveniently arrat-ged, either 
in connection with the domes or in a separate building, shall be 
storage space for the small telescopes and instruments that 
are rolled out on the platform on clear nights for the use of 
the public. 

On a lower level, 75 feet below the upper terrace, there is 
to be a planetarium. ‘This is a huge dome with a diameter

of 100 feet, on whose interior surface are projected the stars. 
sun, moon and planets, showing their relative movements, and 
appearances at different seasons. The public, for whom this 
feature is naturally of great interest and value, stand on a 
platform in the center of the dome. The display is one of 
dramatic realism. 


In addition to the above, there shall be arranged a lecture 
room for 250 people, three or four small laboratories for scien- 
tific and photographic work, a small machine shop for the re- 
pair of instruments, public rest and retiring rooms and offices 
for the administration. These features may be a part of the 
planetarium building, or, if desired, may be incorporated in the 
terrace walls. In any case, enclosed communications and ele- 
vators shall connect all the elements of the composition and the 
various levels.

“AN ENGLISH BANQUET HALL” 


The great banquet halls in England of the Sixteenth Century 
were of great variety and richness. Walls were usually of 
cut stone with fireplaces, bay windows and high, large mul- 
lioned windows. They usually contained a screen, carved and 
panelled.. Walls were sometimes panelled all the way up or 
part way up. The roofs were supported on oak beams or 
trusses, often exposed and richly carved, the ceilings between 
usually following the pitch of the roof, and were decorated in 
color or left the natural color of the oak. This problem is the 
design of such a Great Hall 28 feet by 70 feet.
